broaden its power. 


The extra $155 million Nixon 


seeks for anti-drug efforts in 
the 1972 fiscal year that begins 
July 1, would bring total out- 
lays to $371 million.

treatment and rehabilitation of 
addicts. The rest of the money 
would go for enforcement, re- 
search, education, and—to the 
tune of $1 million—American

Lockheed Has 
Major Labor 
Leaders Split

WASHINGTON (AP) - Two

yo by Secretary of State Wil- 
liam P. Rogers and Foreign 
Minister Kiichi Aichi, goes into 
effect two months after ratifi- 
cation by the Japanese Diet 
and the U.S. Senate. 


The formal agreement in- 


cludes assurances from Presi- 
dent Nixon and Prime Minister 
Eisaku Sato that the United 
States in effect will not ex- 
ercise the right to store nuclear 
weapons on Okinawa when the 
island is turned back to Japan 
sometime next year.

There 
was no 
immediate 


comment from Rand, which 
has conducted defense and oth- 
er studies for the government. 


Zion said Ellsberg turned the 


report over to Neil Sheehan of 
the Times "sometime in late 
March." 


Ellsberg's current appoint- 


ment ends June 30 and it was 
not known whether he has re- 
ceived a renewal. 


In Washington, the Justice 


Department declined to com- 
ment directly on Zion's allega- 
tion or published reports that 
the FBI knows two or three in- 
dividuals who may have been 
involved in giving the material 
to the Times. 


The department said it is 


"not ruling out criminal prose- 
cution" of either the Times or 
the person or persons who 
leaked the documents to the 
newspaper.

the Orange County Health De- 
partment, said there are 48 
recorded cases of humans con- 
tracting the disease.

Twenty-one alligators, hun- 


dreds of turtles and thousands 
of fish have died in the lake in 
recent weeks.

ter Management District.

Thieves Take 
Millions in 
Mail Pouches

WASHINGTON (AP) — Top- 


secret missile plans and other 
government 
documents 
ap- 


peared often in mail pouches 
from which a smoothly oper- 
ating national theft ring stole 
$100 million in valuables, an ad- 
mitted thief has told Senate in- 
vestigators. 


The thief, Robert F. Cudak, 


29, said although afraid of the 
secret papers, he read some of 
them out of curiosity. But he 
never tried to sell them, he 
said, and either burned them or 
floated them out to sea. 


The object of his more than 


175 thefts, the federal convict 
said, was not espionage but the 
millions of dollars in securities, 
diamonds, 
travelers' 
checks, 


furs and cash carried in U.S. 
registered mail. He said he sold 
his loot at a fraction of its true 
value 
to 
fences 
controlled 


directly by the crime syndicate 
in New York and New Jersey. 


Surrounded by armed U.S. 


marshals and granted immun- 
ity from prosecution, Cudak 
testified Wednesday before the 
Senate 
permanent 
investiga- 


tions subcommittee. Sen. John 
L. McClellan, D-Ark., chair- 
man, said he fears the state- 
ments implicating a dozen or 
more men in enormous thefts 
will endanger Cudak's life. 


Cudak said he once was 


warned by a diamond fence 
closely connected to the crime 
syndicate to stay away from 
John F. Kennedy International 
Airport in New York because 
Army security 
agents 
were 


"very interested in the thefts." 


Cudak was asked how a 


fence could know what military 
agents were doing and respond- 
ed: "He told me had had a 
lodge brother who was an FBI 
agent." 


Cudak said one pouch of mail 


stolen at Jacksonville, Fla., air- 
port was filled only with classi- 
fied documents 
intended 
for 


Englin Air Force Base. Another 
pouch contained "a new type of 
handgun" and still another had 
"parts of a ballistic system or 
some such thing." 


Most of the documents were 


from the Department of the 
Army, Cudak said, but others 
were from the FBI and the 
Central Intelligence Agency. 


The question of possibly com- 


promised classified documents 
was brought up by Sen. Charles 
H. Percy, R-I11., who said he 
was interested because follow- 
ing disclosure in the New York 
Times this week of portions of 
a top-secret Pentagon history of 
American involvement in Viet- 
nam. 


Cudak said he is serving a 


seven-year prison term for rob- 
beries in New York and at Chi- 
cago's 
O'Hare 
International 


Airport. 


In the O'Hare arrest Nov. 23, 


1968, 
Cudak said, he and his 


partner were spreading their 
loot over the beds in a motel in 
Rosemount when police burst 
in. 


The first thing the officers 


did, Cudak said, was to scoop 
handfuls 
of stolen 
diamonds 


and cash into their pockets, lat- 
er telling federal agents a third 
man must have escaped with 
his share of the loot. 


Police Chief Richard Drehobl 


of Rosemount, interviewed in 
the Chicago suburb, said he is 
confident Cudak's allegations 
are untrue. 


"When we made the arrest,

that 25 Americans were killed 
in action in Indochina last 
week, the fourth lowest toll this 
year. 


Thirteen other U.S. service- 


men died of nonhostile causes 
and 199 were wounded in com- 
bat, the weekly casualty sum- 
mary said. 


The combat death toll was 


six higher than the toll the 
week before, when 19 Ameri- 
cans were killed in action. That 
total was the lowest for one 
week in more than S1^ years. 


The low number of battlefield 


deaths reflects the steady re- 
duction in the total number of 
Americans in Vietnam and the 
low level of fighting involving 
the 247,200 U.S. troops that, 
were still in Vietnam last week. 


Vietnamese casualties contin- 


ued high, however. South Viet- 
namese headquarters reported 
322 government troops killed in 
action 
last 
week 
and 934 


wounded, while the two allied 
commands claimed 1,883 North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong were 
killed. 


The Vietnamese casualties 


the week before were 419 killed 
and 908 wounded for the gov- 
ernment and 1,789 killed for the 
enemy.

I am 47 and recently found 


out 1 had cataracts on both 
eyes and I had to have them 
removed. It had been eight 
years since I had my eyes 
checked. 


Please tell me what causes 


cataracts and where they 
grow. 


Dear Header — Yes the 


ryes are important and no 
one knows how important un- 
til they have lost their use. 
Most family doctors can give 
adequate examinations for 
the eyes and know when to 
refer'a patient to the eye 
doctor. Unless you already 
have an eye problem and are 
being treated by an eye doc- 
tor the right place to start is 
with your family doctor. This 
allows the eye doctor time to 
look after important prob- 
lems, like removing cata- 
racts. 


You probably didn't lose a 


thing not going to your eye 
doctor sooner. I doubt that 
any doctor could have told 
yoii eight years ago that you 
were going to have cata- 
racts. 


A cataract is the gradual 


thickening of the lens of the 
eye. The lens is a round gela- 
tinous like structure just be- 
hind the black opening of the 
pupil at the front of the eye. 
It is surrounded by muscles 
that compress and stretch 
the lens to change its thick- 
ness. This changes the lens 
so you can see at a distance 
or close. When the sunlight is 
strong the pupil is small and 
when it is dark the pupil is 
large, allowing less or more 
light to pass through the 
lens. The lens acts like the 
lens to a camera. 


Light rays reflected from 


any object pass through the 
lens to a screen at the back 
of the eyeball. The image on 
the screen is picked up elec- 
tronically and passed to the 
brain. As the lens thickens 
and becomes opaque sight is 
lost. If only limited amounts 
of the lens are involved the 
surgeon may elect to post- 
pone surgery. This would 
have happened to you if you 
had gone to the doctor too 
soon. 


The operation removes the 


lens from the eye. Its func- 
tion is replaced by glasses 
or contact lens. 


There are many causes for 


cataracts, including birth de- 
fects, being struck by light- 
ning and increasing age.

How American consumers 


were recently taken for an 
estimated $11 million, by a 
network of camera-and-film 
dealers using the "you have 
won a prize" gambit, is a 
prime l e s s o n in consumer 
protection. 


One of the quickest ways 


of separating the consumer 
from his s p a r e cash, of 
course, is to give something 
away. 


That message started go- 


ing out some while back to 
an astonishing n u m b e r of 
people—thousands of them 
—who got post c a r d s or 
p h o n e calls telling them 
they had won free home 
movie cameras. After that 
came the 
follow-up—by a 


"hard-sell salesman," in the 
words of a Post Office re- 
port—who worked out with 
lucky winners this deal: 


The prize was a free home- 


movie kit—an 8mm. camera 
said to have a retail value 
of $150, an expensive pro- 
jector, a movie 
s c r e e n , 


Hghtbar—the whole works. 
In all, a package worth $500 
to $600. 


All required of the winner 


was to sign a contract to 
buy 600 rolls of film, for 
$600 and have them proc- 
essed 
by the Technicolor 


corporation. Film for $1 a 
roll? Why not? 


But investigators of the 


Postal Inspection S e r v i c e 
found several things of in- 
terest to them. 


The "$150 camera" could 


be bought in regular shops 
for $50. The projector—said 
to be advanced equipment 
that wouldn't be available 
on the open market for at 
least another year, and then 
for $175 to $225—had been 
retailing for the past five 
years at an a v e r a g e of 
$99.50. 


In short, says the Post Of- 


fice r e p o r t , "while pur- 
chasers were led to believe 
they were paying $600 for 
600 rolls of film, with the 
movie kit free, they actually 
received only a $280 value." 
In addition, things worked 
out very nicely with respect 
to the film, since its cost 
"was cleverly concealed in 
inflated processing charges." 


And considering that win- 


ners paid for their 600 rolls 
of film in advance, but re- 
ceived them one at a time, it 
further sweetened the deal. 
"In essence," says the re- 
port, "customers bought the 
full equipment package, one 
roll of film, and a promise 
of 599 future films to be fur- 
nished after p r e p a y i n g 
processing charges for each 
film." 


The whole wonderful deal 


was being offered "in com- 
memoration of Technicolor's 
50th anniversary." The an- 
niversary year had ended on 
Dec. 9, 1965. 


Postal inspectors found it 


was "a plan sponsored by 
Technicolor, Inc.," operating 
through a distributing com- 
pany—a wholly owned sub- 
sidiary—w h i c h f ranchised 
a network of subdistributors 
and dealers. The idea was to 
sell "large q u a n t i t i e s of 
overstocked, obsolete home- 
movie equipment, and 
to 


perpetuate the film-process- 
ing 
sales 
of Technicolor, 


Inc." 


The first indictments, for 


multimail fraud 
violations, 


named five corporations, in- 
cluding Technicolor, and 13 
individuals. Officers of Tech- 
nicolor entered a "no con- 
test" plea through the dis- 
t r i b u t o r - s u b s i d i a r y ; the 
maximum mail-fraud fine of 
$10,000 was imposed late 
last year. 


A few weeks ago, the last 


in a series of convictions 
brought suspended p r i s o n 
terms for a president and a 
vice-president of distributor 
firms.

FT. McPHERSON, Ga. (AP) 


— Aubrey Daniel, the Army 
prosecutor who obtained a mur- 
der conviction against Lt. Wil- 
liam L. Galley Jr., will be 
called to testify on whether im- 
proper command influence was 
exerted in bringing Capt. Er- 
nest Medina to trial. 


Medina, 
34, 
of 
Montrose, 


Colo., is charged with the slay- 
ing of 102 Vietnamese civilians 
at My Lai. Galley was con- 
victed of 22 murders at My Lai. 


At a pretrial hearing for Me- 


dina Wednesday, Col. Kenneth 
Howard, the military judge, 
ruled that the command in- 
fluence question is such a vital 
issue that there is no point in 
proceeding until it has been set- 
tled. 


He ruled that Daniel and six 


other witnesses must testify in 
a separate hearing, which be- 
gins Monday, on whether Me- 
dina was brought to trial as a 
result of improper command in- 
fluence. 


Defense attorney F. Lee Bail- 


ey is seeking dismissal of the 
charges 
against 
Medina 
on 


grounds 
that 
improper 
in- 


fluence was exerted. 


Bailey charged in the first of 


18 motions Wednesday 
that 


Daniel wanted to call Medina 
as a witness in the Calley case 
but was overruled by a written 
order forbidding him to put Me- 
dina on the stand. 


Bailey said Daniel would be 


questioned about such orders. 
Medina did testify, but at the 
request of the jury and not as a 
prosecution or defense witness. 


Daniel, 29, now a civilian at- 


torney in Washington, D.C., 
was contacted by telephone at 
Portsmouth, Va., where he and 
his wife are visiting friends. 


Daniel said he did not know 


of the judge's ruling. "If I'm 
subpoenaed, 
of course, I'll 


come," he said. He declined 
further comment. 


The judge also ordered Lt. 


Gen. 
Albert 0. Connor, com- 


manding general of the 3rd 
Army at Ft. McPherson, three 
colonels, a retired colonel and a 
sergeant who served with the 
2nd Platoon in Medina's com- 
pany at My Lai to testify. 


Bailey charged that the high-

Police said Salazar went in 


the front door of the downtown 
headquarters of the plain- 
clothes police, Chile's equiva- 
lent of the FBI, whipped out a 
submachine gun and fired a 
burst that killed two detectives. 
Then he ran back toward the 
entrance and set off the gre- 
nades, killing himself. and 
wounding a detective nearby. 


Riot police cordoned off the 


area, believing there might be 
more terrorists, but a search 
showed Salazar was alone. An-

Perez Zujovic was ambushed

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Interior Department's top wild 
life and game investigator says 
a probe into the 
poisoning 


deaths of Bald and 
Golden 


Eagles in Wyoming has turned 
up evidence ranch heads have 
been shooting at the high-flying 
birds from aircraft. 


Charles H. Lawrence, chief of 


the department's Division of 
Management and Enforcement, 
said the government will step 
up its investigation or persons 
who kill eagles as part of their 
predator control programs. 


Lawrence disclosed the new 


investigation Wednesday after 
stating the federal government 
will not prosecute persons re- 
sponsible for poisoning eagles 
on the ground because 
"we 


couldn't locate anyone who de- 
liberately 
set 
out 
to 
kill 


eagles." The poison was in- 
tended for coyotes, he said. 


However, he added "I think 


state charges may be filed" in 
the poisoning incidents. All in- 
formation obtained by federal 
investigators has been turned 
over to local authorities, he 
said. 


Lawrence said 50 dead Gold 


and Bald Eagles have been dis- 
covered in canyon lands around 
Casper, Wyo. Twenty-five are 
believed to have died from thal- 
lium sulfate poisoning, he said. 
The remainder died of gunshot 
wounds or were electrocuted by 
high tension wires. 


Lawrence said the probe into 


the poisoning deaths turned up 
"reliable information to the ef- 
fect gunners have been in- 
structed to shoot eagles as 
well" while hunting coyotes 
from light planes and helicop- 
ters. 


Ranch hands are instructed 


to pursue and kill the eagles 
because of ranchers' beliefs the 
birds prey on young lambs and 
goats, he said. 


Lawrence made no estimate 


as to the number of eagles 
killed annually from aircraft, 
saying "many are shot in re- 
mote areas and not recovered." 


As for the poisoning deaths, 


Lawrence said poison was 
placed on the carcasses of ante- 
lope and the eagles died after 
eating the meat. He said the 
antelope were "taken during 
the closed season," a violation 
of state law.
